They were read early in the 
trial and caused much attention on 
account of their disconnected and ap- 
parently meaningless senteces. 


Dr. Evans had "done his best," but 


he was not sufficiently familiar with 
the contents of the letters to answer 
Jerome's question as to whether one 
was of more importance than 
the 


others, in reaching an opinion, as H. 
the mental condition of the writer.

Washington, Feb. 28.— After listen- 


ing to an argument by Senator Pat- 
terson of Colorado in favor of govern- 
ment ownership of railroads, the sen- 
ate agreed to the conference report 
on the river and ». irbor appropriation 
bill. Protests were vigorously made 
against • the reduction from $650,000 
to $2.30,000 of the amount for improve- 
ments in the Mississippi river be- 
tween Cairo and St. Louis by Sena- 
tors Hopkins, Cullom, Stone, Allison 
and Overman. The smaller amount 
prevailed. The senate passed with- 
out discussion the Daniel bill estab- 
lishing "the foundation for the pro- 
motion of industrial peace." 
It au- 


thorizes a hoard of trustees to receive 
from President Roosevelt the Nobel 
peace prize as the nucleus of a fund 
to bring together at Washington peri- 
odically representatives of capital and 
labor to discuss labor problems. The 
expatriation bill also was passed. 


To Enforce Neutrality, 


Washington, Feb. 28. — The state de- 


partment has received 
complaints 


from several of the diplomatic and 
consular officers of the Central Ameri- 
can republics to the effect that arms 
and munitions of war were being 
shipped out of the United States and 
expeditions were forming to take par! 
in the present war in Central Amer- 
ica. The department has sent copies 
of these communications to the treai- 
ury department and the department 
of Justice for the information of the' 
officials, and in order that such action 
may be taken as will guard against 
any infringement of the neutrality of 
the United States ports. 


Commission. 


Washington, Feb. 28 — President 


Roosevelt had a conference at the 
White House with Secretary Taft 
and Secretary Root regarding the 
working out of the details of the re- 
organization scheme for the Panama 
canal work. It is understood that in 
addition to the changes in the com- 
mission already reported, it had bee* 
decided that Colonel Hains, United 
States army, retired, and Benjamin 
Karrod, civil engineer, both members 
of the present commission, shall re- 
tire. Admiral Endicott, who is the 
only remaining member of the old 
commission, will be retained on the 
new commission, as the law requires 
that one nivil engineer of the navy 
shall be included in its membership. 


Changes In Postal Servtce. 


Washington, Feb. 28. — Official an- 


nouncement was made by Postmaster 
General Cortelyou of the resignation 
of W. S. Shall enberger, second assist- 
ant postmaster general. Mr. Shallen- 
berger submitted his resignation to 
President Roosevelt on Feb. 7 and H 
was accepted by the president. Mr. 
Shallenberger will continue as second 
assistant probably for several weeks. 
Representative James T. McCleary of 
Minnesota, who retires from congress 
at the conclusion of the present ses- 
sion, will succeed Mr. Shallenberger 
as second assistant postmaster gen- 
eral. Edwin C. Madden, third assist- 
ant postmaster general, also will re- 
tire within a few weeks. 


House Proceedings. 


Washington, Feb. 28. — Conference 


reports were agreed to by the house 
on the river and harbors appropria- 
tion bill. The house concurred in the 
«enate amendment in the army bill, 
providing for the retirement of cer- 
tain brigadier generals who Served it 
the civil war. v/ith the rank of major 
general. Deba 2 on the ship subsidy 
bill followed.

Washington, Feb. 28. — Presidert 


Roosevelt has taken up with Secre- 
tary Shaw the matter of the shortage 
of ?17S.OOO recently discovered in the 
Chicago subtreasury. He asked the 
secretary for a statement as to thj 
shortage and the facts. The president 
has also asked the secretary for a 
statement of the shortage recently 
discovered in the St. Louis subtreas- 
ury, which amounts to $63,000. 


Want Roosevelt In 1908. 


Washington, Feb. 28. — The first in- 


dorsement of President Roosevelt for 
the Republican presidential nomina- 
tion ia 1908 on the floor of the house 
was made by Representative Gronna 
of Xorth Dakota, who. while opposing 
the ship subsidy bill, said that he is 
for Roosevelt for president in 1908 
and so is his state. It will send a 
delegation to the convention to urge 
his nomination. This statement elic- 
ited applause from the Republicans.

Financial Operations of the Group In 


the Chicago & Alton Railroad At- 
tacked by the Counsel For the Gov- 
ernment—Controller of Road and 
Banker Testify. 


New York, Feb. 28. — It was ru- 


mored in Wall street that Samuel Un- 
termyer had been retained by a num- 
ber of Union Pacific shareholders to 
bring suit against Mr. Harriman and 
his associates in the Chicago & Alton 
syndicate for the purpose of forcing 
a restitution of at least part of the 
profits made in that and similar trans- 
actions. 


Counsel for government renewed 


the attack on the methods of the Har- 
riman group in the Chicago & Alton 
railroad before the interstate com- 
merce commission when they called 
Charles W. Hilliard, controller of the 
road, as a witness.' Under examina- 
tion by Frank B. Kellogg, Hilliard tes- 
tified that he became controller in 
October last when, under the joint 
arrangement for the management of 
the property, the Rock Island took its 
turn. Hilliard said that his first task 
was to find money to carry on the im- 
provements that were under way. 
There was not enough money to com- 
plete the building of a cut-off of 
^ miles of road, said the wit- 


ness. "I looked into the question 
of raising money by mortgage," he 
continued, "and I discovered that it 
had already been mortgaged." 


Mr. Kellogg thenjread the mortgage 


to show the line ha'd been covered by 
it, and resuming, the witness said: 
"All the bonds were gone. I found 
from the books that the $13,000,000 
had never been paid for the bonds, 
that the $10,000,000 had never been 
paid to Stanton for the stock, that the 
$3,000,000 had never been paid to 
Stanton for the road, but that the 
$22,000.000 in bonds had been turned 
over to the syndicate who delivered 
the stock and the road through the 
intermediary, Mr. Stanton." 


Otto H. Kahn, one of the leading 


members of the firm of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., which has financed many of 
the important deals of the Harriman 
party, and a former director of the 
Union Pacific, was called to the staud. 
Under examination 'of A. C. Sever- 
ance of the counsel1 for the govern- 
ment, Kahn told of the reorganization 
of the Union Pacific. The witness 
said his firm had received a commis- 
sion equal to 5 per cent on the pur- 
chase of Southern Pacific, and a com- 
mission of 5 per cent, which was di- 
vided with other underwriters, on the 
issue of the Union Pacific convertible 
bonds, at reduction of 5 per cent. The 
witness spiritedly defended the acts 
of his firm, and cited instances where 
It has sold stocks to the Union Pacific 
at a. figure below the current market. 
Before he left the stand Mr. Harri- 
man again invoked the question of 
private business as against interstate 
commerce, and refused to answer in- 
terrogations as to his individual stock 
transactions, and Mr. Kahn refused 
to divulge anything specific as to the 
business transactions undertaken by 
his firm in behalf of clients in or out- 
side of the Union Pacific directorate.

be Changed to One, Two and 


Five Dollar Bills. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—The Aldrich 


financial bill passed by the 
Senate 


Tuesday will be considered and proba- 
bly adopted in the House before the 
session's close. 


The House leaders, including Speak- 


er Cannon, have given assurances of 
prompt aotion, and it is understood 
that there is practical unanimity ory 
the Republican side in the bill's favor. 


Financial interests in New York and 


elsewhere are intensely concerned in 
the measure, believing it will afford 
relief in tims of scarce money. 


Whether it will meet all expecta- 


tions is an open question. Some doubt 
it. The bill does not provide for an 
inflation of the 
currency, 
although 


perhaps a step in that .direction. It 
does not increase or diminish 
the 


amount cf currency by one dollar, but 
it does add elasticity to the currency 
system. 
There are three important 


provisions to the bill. 


The first simply provides 
means 


whereby notes of large denominations 
may be changed into notes of Si, 2, 
and $5, The large bills to be retired 
and cancelled.

ville obtains an entrance into Chicago 
over the Illinois Central.

The C., C. & L. had entered large 
claims for the confiscation by the 
Pere Marquette road and the Cinein- 
ntai, Hamilton & Dayton of equip- 
ment, turntables and other materials, 
and the Morgan interests had counter 
claims, which have now been with- 
drawn. 


Ask Relief From Eight-Hour Law. 
Cincinnati, O., Feb. 28. — The con- 


tractors of the United States have 
appealed to President Roosevelt in an 
effort to obtain relief from a law 
which imposes a limitation of eight 
hours a day for wojk on government 
contracts. That fact developed here 
during a discussion concerning the 
Sheridan-Kirk company, which has the 
contract for building the dam in the 
Ohio river west of Cullom's ripple.
